“Horstman” had been in Boston for tw 
or three weeks laying foundations for his 
work before he began operations in earnest 
He hired a room in the fine structure known 
as the Colonial building, and _ ingratiated 
himself into the favor of one of the owners 
thereof, who has a number of business 
friends and acquaintances in Boston. From 
him the stranger also bought a stylish trap 
and at the livery stable he procured an 
equally stylish horse. The use of these for 
three or four days enabled him, with his 
good clothes and pleasant manner, to play 
the well-to-do gentleman to perfection 

The rest of the story is easy. His land 
lord’s introduction was secured to various 
people with whom he made minor purchases, 
and then.on the plea that he desired to se 
cure a watch for presentation purposes, he 
obtained an introduction to Mr. Harrington, 
of Harrington & Freeman, who is well a 
quainted with the landlord, the introduc 
tion being almost equivalent to a recom 
mendation. His selection of goods to the 
value of $750 followed, incidental thereto 
being a ride in the stylish turnout over t 
the Colonial building, a meeting with the 
landlord, and the general impression con 
veyed that the customer was good for what 
he-might choose to order.

The Importance of of technical and 
Trade Schools. trade schools under 
the supervision of 
the State is a subject to which merchants 
and manufacturers generally, should be- 
gin to give attention, and particularly is 
this true of trades like that of the jew- 
elry industry, which have to depend so 
much for their finest art work on foreign 
born and foreign educated craftsmen. The 
importance that the trade and technical 
school plays in the development of an in- 
dustry is beginning to be universally rec- 
ognized, and has again been called to the 
attention of the American merchants in a 
recent report from Germany, by Ernest 
L. Harris, the United States Commercial 
Agent at Eibenstock. From his report we 
learn that there are in the German Empire 
schools for training workmen of 44 indus- 
tries, including, among others, those de- 
voted exclusively to jewelry, bronze work, 
goldsmithing, porcelain, clockmaking, en- 
graving, ivory carving, pottery and musi 
cal instrument making, and in almost 
every German state will be found advanced 
and special industrial schools devoted to 
developing a knowledge of technical sub- 
jects in one or more mercantile lines. 
According to Mr. Harris’s figures, there 
are 287 industrial schools in Saxony alone, 
in a population of 4,402,216, or one in- 
dustrial school for every 14,641 peo- 
ple, and the statistics of other countries 
§ the Empire will prove almost equally 
interesting. In Wurttemburg, for exam- 
ple, there are schools at Stuttgart and 
Pforzheim, and vicinity, for jewelry and 
musical instruments, many of which have 
well equipped libraries, while in Rotten-

The private 
technical schools and institutes which our 
nation possesses, while a decided benefit 
to the industrial world, are not sufficient 
in number to meet the want now being 
felt, but even of private institutions that 
will turn out artist artisans to manipulate 
the precious metals, the manufacturing 
jewelry trade throughout the country is 
sadly in need. If the craft is to develop 
in this country, either on artistic or com- 
mercial lines, some steps in this direction 
must soon be taken, and the sooner manu- 
facturers who have the interest of their 
trade at heart awaken to the necessity of 
giving consideration to this subject, the 
better it will be for the entire industry

In 
THE CrrCULAR-WEEKLY has been outlined a 
brief contract which may be drawn up in 
the form of a coupon or check which, when 
signed by the customer, would practically 
protect the jeweler against any claim after 
a certain period of time and give him the 
right to sell the article repaired and collect 
the value of this work.

There were 
22 important houses represented, delegates 
coming to Rochester from New York, Bos- 
ton, Philadelphia, Chicago, Kansas City, 
Denver, Cleveland, Detroit, Columbus, Cin 
cinnati, Geneva and other points, and the 
interchange of views on trade topics was 
productive of a more cordial understanding 
among the participants.

ciation meeting or in the Rochester confer- 
ence, relative to matters discussed, the sug 
gestion was made that frequent occasions 
of a similar nature would have a tendency 
to promote harmony and good fellowship in 
the optical trade and might result in the 
correction of some of the grievances which 
arise in the course of business transactions 
in the trade. It is quite probable, therefore, 
that quarterly meetings will be held in fu 
ture, informal and open to non-members 
desiring to participate.

HE average retail jeweler considers 
July and August the dull months of 
the year, and, consequently, settles down 
for a rest during those months, relying on 
business opening up with the return of per- 
sons from their vacations in September. 
If we are alert and wideawake there is no 
reason why we should have any dull months 
in the year. Watch the big department 
stores, and study their methods. Each 
month and each week finds them ready 
with some special offer or suggestion. So, 
too, the railroad companies continually offer 
inducements during the Summer months 
to draw the money from the _ people’s 
pockets. The many advertisements of this 
class clearly demonstrate the fact that 
there is a vast amount of money expended 
during July and August. Why not get after 
some of if? 

If we wait until our customers return 
from their vacations before trying to sell 
them articles of luxury, we will find that 
their supply of money will have been ex 
pended, and they must rest and save a while 
before they can buy any jewelry. The 
time to especially boom business is during 
the so-called dull months, when people 
have money which they expect to spend 
If we can attractively present our wares 
we may persuade them to forego their va 
cations and to make a permanent invest- 
ment, by buying a diamond ring or a gold 
watch. 

The jeweler too often waits for his cus- 
tomers to call in and ask to be shown what 
ever articles they are interested in, and he 
sells to those who are suited with his stock 
and prices. We ought not to wait for a 
customer to decide that he would like to 
own a fine watch or a diamond, or any other 
article, but we should use our best en- 
deavors to make him think that he cannot 
get along without one of the articles com- 
prised in our stock, and to make him feel 
the satisfaction there is in owning a fine 
article of jewelry. This we can do in sev- 
eral ways: by window displays of season- 
able goods; by window cards; by advertise-

ments and by personal suggestion. Our 
repair business is just as large during the 
Summer months as at any other time of the 
year, and we are therefore meeting the 
same number of customers in this way, as 
later in the Fall. 

Here, then, is our opportunity, which we 
can pass by, or grasp, just as we please. 
People hesitate about asking to be shown 
goods when they do not intend to buy, but 
are pleased to look, if the storekeeper makes 
the offer. We should not be too easily sat- 
isfied with the business we are doing but 
should try and better it all the while. Am- 
bition is not discontent; nor is discontent 
ambition. The man who succeeds is the 
man who does what his hand finds to do in 
the best possible manner, and does it cheer- 
fully, using his spare time trying to better 
his condition. 

The customer who is having a_ good 
movement repaired, which is in a nickel or 
silver case, very often needs but the sug- 
gestion and the display of a style of case 
which suits him in order to make him buy 
a solid gold or gold filled case. The man 
with a worn-out watch which saw its best 
days during the preceding generation may 
be thinking of buying a new one, but, know- 
ing what watches cost years ago, is almost 
afraid to ask the prices. While examining 
his watch to find out what repairs are nec- 
essary, we can inquire if he has thought 
for how little he can buy a new and modern 
watch, at the same time quoting a few 
prices. It is our business to make busi 
ness. It is no evidence of salesmanship to 
sell a customer who comes in and asks to 
see a certain kind of watch and is suited 
with our prices. It is our duty to display 
goods and to talk goods so that we may 
arouse a desire for ownership 

Everybody has more or less extra money 
to spend, either for little trips or articles 
of personal adornment. It is to our in- 
terest to have them spend the money for 
the latter, as we may possibly get our 
share of it. To do this, we must keep 
everlastingly at it. We do not realize our 
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| cpportunities, nor the extent to whicl 
business can be improved by earnest 
fort. The writer does not advocate p: 
cutting as a means of enlivening busin 
for if there is any one thing which y 
kill a jewelry business, it is to gain the 
reputation of being a price-cutter. No one 
wants to have a piece of jewelry in a case 
bearing the name of a price-cutting jeweler 
Make your name worth something to the 
customer. The way to do this is to sell 
good stock, and to get a fair price for 
Keep your colors bright and your banner 
untarnished, and you will succeed if you «& 
not lose heart. 


In conducting a business we must neces 
sarily appeal to one of two classes of 
customers; the one that buys because of the 
low price, or the one that wants first-quality 
goods and is willing to pay a fair price for 
them. The latter includes those to whon 
we should appeal, because they are the 
customers who, if treated right, will stand 
by you during the coming years, and on 
whose friendship you can rely to send you 
other good customers. The one whe 
comes to you because of price, will drift 
around from store to store, since he cor 
siders it to be to his own pecuniary advan 
tage. By all means, when trying to en 
liven business, keep in the legitimate chan 
nel and boom it along the lines which wil 
help your business and not injure it 

It is also well to consider the number of 
persons who go away for the Summer 
think we will find that, with the exceptior 
of a very few families, who go to thei 
Summer homes, the majority of people con 
sider themselves fortunate if they can g 
away for a week. So we practically have 
the same clientele the year around, and, 
business drops off in the Summer, it must 
be due to lack of enthusiasm on our part 

The question, “What Lines to Featur: 
suggests so much that it is hard to know 
just where to start and where to stop. T 
my mind the Summer presents more of 
opportunity for selling goods than the W 
ter, and certainly more people while 
walking look in our windows during 
Summer than at any other time of 
year. Let us first consider what we cat 
offer to those who are going away, eithe: 
for the Summer, or for a short vacatio1 
First of all, a good fountain pen, for the 
usual number of letters; the account of the 
number and size of the fish caught; th 
record of the places of interest visited an 
other information 

Gold and silver pencils, for the ladies 
jot down items in memorandum _ books, 
which we can sell them also. Traveling and 
toilet sets of every description can be sold 
either to the traveler himself, or to a friend 
to present to the one departing on the jour 
ney.

J] 
made money there, and would gladly have 
remained, but for bad luck, for the present 
occupant was shrewd enough to rent the 
store over my head, thus forcing me out 
As a result, I had to pay a bonus to get 
into this corner store My rental here has 
been steadily increased year by year. But 





my business has improved at the same 
time, so I am staying on here, year after 
year, and watching out. I’ve been here 
seven years now 

“Trade was very good with me last year, 
and I had a right to anticipate that it 
would have been even better this year. So 
it would, in the ordinary course. But it 
has been utterly spoiled by the numerous 
labor troubles that have been going on, 
and still continue. Lexington Ave. runs 
parallel to this one, you know. During 
the earlier years when I had a store, many 
of the people living on Lexington Ave., 
and the side streets leading to it, came 
over and dealt with dealers on this thor- 
oughfare. As a consequence, we had a 
much greater demand for a better class of 


goods than we dare handle now. The 
change came with the starting of the trol- 
ley line through Lexington Ave. The 


minute that became an accomplished fact, 
the Lexington Ave. public discontinued 
dealing with us. This forced us to adopt 
a commoner line of goods, and at the same

Concerning the Total Correction of Myopia. 


M R. CHEVALLEREAYU, a French eye 
® specialist, strenuously and completely 
denies that accommodation has any influ- 
ence whatever upon the progression or the 
complications attending myopia, says an ex- 
change. 

Patients suffering from near-sightedness 
do not accommodate, he says, because, hav- 
ing two eyes which are adapted to see 
clearly and without effort at close range, 
they have no need of exercising contrac- 
tions which will bring neither advantage nor 
favorable results. Nature itself, when left 
alone, does not furnish any instances of 
spontaneous effort without having a pre- 
determined end in view and from which ef- 
fort the results could only be harmful to the 
organism. 

The absence of accommodation carries in 
its train that pupillary dilation habitual 
with myopes, their tendency to divergent 
strabismus and atrophy or wasting away of 
the circular fibers of the ciliary muscle. Be- 
cause near-sighted persons do not accom- 
modate they are capable of using their eyes 
for very long periods of time without feel- 
ing the least fatigue therefrom. 

Authors who have delivered the opinion 
that evil effects arise from accommodation 
in near-sighted persons have contented 
themselves, moreover, with this affirmation 
without bringing any proofs to substantiate 
it. The real cause of the progression and 
of the complications in myopia is converg- 
ence. 

As soon as shortness of sight is discov- 
ered in the young myopes, say at the incip- 
ient stage of the malady, the patients should 
be forced to wear glasses that would correct 
it and convert them as nearly as possible 
into emmetropes, or persons possessing nor- 
mal vision. If by chance a case disclosing 
a certain degree of purely spasmodic myopia 
may have slipped by unobserved, if there 
should be over correction no inconvenience 
will accrue therefrom; the patient will sim- 
ply fall into the category of hypermetropes, 
or far-sighted persons, in whom the efforts 
at accommodation lead to the weakening of 
the “accommodating nerves, without, how- 
ever, producing an ophthalmoscopic lesion. 

There are cases, moreover, and they are 
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sufficiently numerous, too, where the pa- 
tients have worn glasses much too strong 
for them for considerable periods without 
any evil effects. The author has reconsid 
ered all the observations made upon cases 
of very marked myopia, viz., at 10 diopters 
(one diopter represents the focal length of 
one meter, 10 diopters then would mean a 
focal distance of one-tenth or one decimeter, 
about 3.94 inches), where they have been 
accompanied by grave complications that 
have come before him in a certain period of 
time, and he declares that the patients have 
either never worn glasses at all, or, in rare 
cases, where spectacles were worn, the 
lenses were much too weak for the purpose 

The absence of complete correction then, 
or presence of incomplete correction, lies 
at the base of every case of strong myopia 
or one complicated with a grave lesion. 
Inversely the author reports upon obser- 
vations made upon very young patents, at 
an age when myopia always progresses, and 
who have, thanks to the total correction of 
this myopia, remained stationary for many 
years. 

It is only necessary, he declares, to wear 
glasses in cases of near-sightedness. In 
general, then, he declares that total and per- 
manent correction is indispensable to pre- 
vent the progression and complications of 
myopia.

(2) Determination of the time by means 
ofa Transit-Instrument, This is the name of 
a telescope set only in the meridian line 
(Figs. 2 and 3). The lens is furnished 
with a reticule or system of lines. A thread 
passes over the center of the lens. Shortly 
before the expected noon, the observer sta- 
tions himself at the instrument, and he no- 
tices the instant when the rim of the sun- 
disk appears to touch the thread. Con- 


tinuing the observation, he notices the in 
stant when the opposite side of the sun-disk 
leaves the thread; the medium of the two 
gives the 


observations true noon. The 





time must be modified as stated, to agree 
with the noon of Central Europe. 

Fig. 2 illustrates the interior of an ob- 
servatory. We see the observer comfortably 
installed before the large and costly transit- 
instrument, awaiting the culmination of the 
sun. He arrives at the same result as we 
have done with our small instrument (Fig. 
3), though with greater precision. 

(3) Determination of the time with the 
sidereal telescope. This is a simple tele- 
scope, with a reticule before the lens. It 
must be securely fastened (for instance, 
temporarily screwed) to a window. A fixed 
star in the southern region of the sky near 
the meridian-plane is sighted by this 
method; an observation is taken of the mo- 
ment when the star disappears behind the 
thread. The next day, when the same star 
passes the thread the time is noted again. 
At this instant, a sidereal day has elapsed 
between the two observations. In order to 
obtain the mean time, it is necessary to add 
3 minutes 56 seconds. This method serves 
very well for ascertaining whether a regu- 
lator is running correctly, but it does not 
fix the time in regard to the place. It may 
be simplified at some abatement of accuracy. 
Without any telescope the observer may, by 
closing one eye, observe a star when it ap- 
pears in a line coinciding with the jamb of 
a window, the corner of a house or chim- 
ney or any other object and mark the exact 
moment. The next day he is to ascertain 
the time when the same coincidence takes 
place. At that instant a sidereal day has 
passed. To determine the civil day, it is 
necessary to add 3 minutes and 
as before 

(4) Determination of the time by means 
of the dipleidoscope. This instrument con- 
sists mainly of two mirrors (in Fig. 4 the 
two parallelograms, ¢c a a’ c' and a‘ a b Db’) 
inclined to each other at an angle of 60 de- 
grees and a plate of glass (c b b' c') com 
pleting the triangle. It is set in such a way 
that the mirror, a b’ b a’, is in the meridian

| have read with interest the different let 
ters that have from time to time appeared 
in your valuable paper relative to the trials 
and troubles that trade 
watchmaker must interest in the 
matter, as it has much to do with the status 
of the trade at large. 

To adopt any set standard of wages for 
watchmakers throughout the 
difficult matter, as local conditions compli- 
cate matters; for instance, varying density 
of population, average quality of 
carried in different communities, 
of competition, cost of living in one place 
as compared with another, etc., would influ- 
ence the earning power of watchmakers of 
equal ability and the real value of their 
salaries.

(QUESTION No. 563. 
Ware.—Please give me a receipt for repatr- 
ing old silver plated hollow ware, such as 
pitchers, cake plates, etc., on which the lid 
or leg has been resoldered. How can you 
polish it so that the soldered part will not 
show? I have no battery, and want some 
solution that may be used without the bat- 
tery. H. & Co. 

ANSWER:—We _ recommend to the 
regular plating paste, which is made in the 
following manner: Put from 1 to 2 ozs 
of nitric acid in a glazed earthen vessel; 
heat over a slow heating fire, bring it up to 
a boiling point and then drop in a few small 
pieces of fine silver. As soon as this is dis- 
solved, throw in a small handful of com- 
mon salt. This kills the acid and precipi- 
tates the silver. Pour off most of the 
liquid, mix all this with powdered whiting 
into a paste and apply this where you have 
soldered. After cleaning the parts with pot- 
ash until they are free from grease, apply 
the silver paste with water and wash 
leather. This paste can be kept in a cov- 
ered box and will keep for years. 

Question No. 564—To Mend Meer- 
schaum.—Kindly tell me how to mend a 
broken meerschaum pipe; also tell me 
whether an aneroid barometer will be as 
reliable in a room as when exposed to the 
atmospheric conditions outside. 

ANSWER :—(1) One of the strongest and 
most easily applied cements for mending 
meerschaum is made of lime and the white 
of an egg. To use it, take a sufficient 
quantity of the egg to mend one piece at 
a time; shave off a quantity of lime and mix 
thoroughly. Apply quickly to the edges and 
place firmly together, when it will soon set 
and become strong. Mix no more than 
you need for immediate use, as it will dry 
quickly and become useless. (2) An 
aneroid barometer is just as reliable in a 
room as outdoors, but it is necessary to 
have it accurately adjusted by a mercurial 
barometer, by a screw visible on the bottom 
of the instrument. 

Question No. 565.—Bright Cutting.— 
I do the engraving for my father in his jew- 
elry store, and with patience have become 
proficient in engraving initials and names. 
I noticed that engraved silver plated ware, 
especially the satin finished pieces, have very 
large cuts which are smooth and bright. I 
tried my hand at it, but have not been able 
to produce the smooth cuts. Can you in- 
form me how this is done? Are they bur- 
nished out or produced in some other way? 

A. &. 

ANSWER :—The engraving you refer to is 
called bright cutting and is done with the 
regular engraving tool. The bright cuts 
are produced by polishing the graver very 
highly; the brighter the graver is polished, 
the brighter will be the cuts. The jewelers’ 
supply houses sell a glass plate, covered 
with fine emery, which used for the 
graver. Care should be taken not to cut 
through the articles, as some of them are 
not very thick. With a little practice, large 
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Question No. 566—The Butler Finish. 
Being a plater, I have occasion to do gray 
finishing, such as is often seen on silverware 
and jewelry. I have a way of producing tt 
and use the staining process, but notice some 
arttcles in the stores that of different 
shades. Will you kindly give me some in- 
formation on this subject. T. W. 
ANSWER :—The gray, or Butler finish, is 
produced in many different ways and it is 
hard to find two platers who use the same 
method. This finish should be done without 
using the stain, for it will wear better and 
can then be cleaned to better advantage. 
The plain parts of the articles should be 
highly polished before plating. Care must 
be exercised to prevent staining from the 
potash, or scratching by the pumice stone, 
during the cleansing process. After the 
plating, scratch brush carefully and produce 
the shade desired with a sand blast machine, 
using very fine sand for that purpose. If 
the flowered or matted parts are to be 
shaded darker in the recesses, the articles 
must be painted. Paint the portion which 
you desire to appear gray with the same 
paint you use for gilding purposes; then 
oxidize the articles, rub out to the desired 
shade and remove the paint. All gray fin- 
ished work should be well lacquered. 
Question No. 567.—Nickel Solution.— 
Please inform me how to make a good 
nickel solution, so that the articles will come 
out of the solution bright. FP: D. 
ANSWER :—You failed to name the mate- 
rial of which the articles to be nickel plated 
are made. Brass, iron britannia are 
all treated somewhat differently. Make your 
solution by using eight ounces of nickel salts 
(double sulphate of nickel and ammonia) 
to every gallon of rain or distilled water. 
Dissolve the salts by pouring thereon boiling 
water, and stir briskly with a stick, in a 
wooden tub or pail. Pour off the green 
liquid in another vessel, then pour more 
boiling water on the undissolved salts; stir 
as before, and pour off again. Repeat this 
until the salt is entirely dissolved; then 
strain the solution into your tank and add 
the balance of cold water. Keep the solu- 
tion up to about 6 degrees of the hydrome- 
ter. There should be enough nickel anodes 
suspended on both sides of the tank to cover 
them. Connect the tank in the same man- 
ner with the dynamo or battery as your 
silver solution. A current from four to 
six amperes is necessary. If the current be 
too strong the nickel will present a dull 
and burned appearance, and if too weak, it 
is apt to be imperfect and granular or of 
a semi-crystalline appearance. If your ar- 
ticles are iron, you must pickle them for 
20 minutes in a dip composed of half a pound 
of sulphuric acid to one gallon of water. 
Then remove the coating of oxide with a 
brush. If the articles are brass or britannia, 
they may be potashed in the regular way and 
scoured with fine whiting. All polished sur- 
faces of materials to be nickeled should be 
finely polished and colored before plating,

\NSWER :—You purchase the 
from the manufacturers of silver plate or 
from Wilbur B. Hall, Meriden, Conn.

Question No. 569.—Hardening Steel. 
Why ts quicksilver so often recommended 
for hardening steel; does it give to steel a 
superior hardness or temper? 

ANSWER :—Quicksilver has two or three 
qualifications for hardening steel which we 
find in no other substances, qualifications 
which will give the steel a higher and toug! 
temper, particularly for cutting to 
The reasons for this are: (1) Quicksilv 
remains fluid at a very low temperature, 39 
degrees below zero, or over 70 degrees be 
low the freezing point; (2) the conductivity 
of quicksilver is the best known and wi 
chill a hot bar of steel more rapidly than 
any other substance known, without doing it 
too suddenly, thereby causing cracks or fra 
tures; (3) on account of its great specifi 
gravity, quicksilver will hug a hot bar 
steel more intimately than any other fluid 
and will not surround a red-hot body wit 
gas, like water, etc

Mounted Vases of Ch'na. 


The protest of James E. Caldwell & Co., 
retail jewelers at 902 Chestnut St., Phil 
adelphia, Pa., on a quantity of bronze 
mounted china, was sustained, recently, 
by the Board of Classification of the 
United States General Appraisers at New 
York. The merchandise consisted of dec 
orated bronze mounted china vases, and 
was assessed for duty at the rate of 60 per 
cent. ad valorem under Par. 95 of the 
Tariff Act of 1897. The importers claimed 
that the goods were dutiable at the rate 
of 45 per cent. ad valorem, under Par. 193, 
as articles composed in chief value oi 
metal.

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Holiday Leather Novelties. 


OLIDAY lines of leather goods are now 
ready. In general characteristics the 


visiting buyer will be impressed with the 


great diversity of design, coloring and fin 
ish, says a writer in Trunks, Leather Goods 
and Umbrellas. Since the opening of last 
season, when the wrist-bag reigned su- 
preme, there has been a decided though 
gradual change, until to-day fashion takes 
on many new, or, more correctly speaking, 
revived styles. The metal link chain now 


shares favor with leather for handles, and 
the tentative reversions to old style hand- 
bags manifest several months ago becomes 
pronounced in the new lines offered for the 
holiday selling. Novelty is the keynote of 
the situation. The variety great and 
constantly increasing. Buyers may, there 
fore, expect to find opportunities 
than ever for selecting attractive stocks. 
The most approved handle form 
to be the round stiffened loop attached 
studs ona frame in a manner almost identical 
with the early hand Others are 
attached direct to the metal ring, as in trav 
eling bags.
